 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 5 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 6

relates to the boarding and alighting of passengers from transit vehicles. 10

passenger access to transit service or railroad service. 13

 (A) IN THIS SECTION, “TRANSIT STATION” HAS THE MEANING STATED IN 3 

§ 7–101 OF THE TRANSPORTATION ARTICLE. 4 

 

 (B) THE OFFICE OF RECYCLING, IN CONSULTATION WITH THE 5 

DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION, SHALL ESTABLISH A PILOT PROGRAM 6 

THAT REQUIRES THE PLACEMENT OF COLLECTION BINS FOR RECYCLING 7 

ADJACENT TO COLLECTION BINS FOR GARBAGE AT TRANSIT STATIONS IN THE 8 

STATE. 9 

 

 (C) THE PILOT PROGRAM ADOPTED UNDER SUBSECTION (B) OF THIS 10 

SECTION SHALL BE IMPLEMENTED AT TRANSIT STATIONS: 11 

 

  (1) LOCATED IN COUNTIES WITH: 12 

 

   (I) A POPULATION GREATER THAN 150,000; AND 13 

 

   (II) A CURBSIDE RECYCLING PROGRAM; AND 14 

 

  (2) IN LOCATIONS IN WHICH THE OFFICE OF RECYCLING HAS 15 

DETERMINED THAT RECYCLING IS PRACTICABLE AND ECONOMICALLY 16 

FEASIBLE. 17 

 
 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 18 

October 1, 2011. It shall remain effective for a period of 5 years and, at the end of 19 

September 30, 2016, with no further action required by the General Assembly, this Act 20 

shall be abrogated and of no further force and effect. 21
